Finance Ministry 
prepares for 21st 
century 


A Finance Minister ls taking a look 
into the future. Minfstcer Flans Wertz in 
Dusseldorf is trying to find a pattern for 
finance administratlon whlch wil 
carry it safely, surely and cffliclently into 
tho year 2000. 

wo finance presidents, two expert 
advisers from the Dilsscldorf Finance 
Ministry and the hoads of three large 
finance offices are working on a con 
mission entitlod, “The Finance Office in 
tho year 2000.” 

The comniission i8 not designed to 
develop organisational methods as woe 
know them today but is intended to give 
way to fantasy and imaginatlon. The 
commission will consider the demands 
that are Hkcly to be mado on the finance 
office in the next millenium and how 
officials can deal with these commit 
ments. 

The planners for the future are given a 
free hand to develop even the most 
revolutionary ideas since the Minister has 
told them that the solutions they find for 
present and future problems should be as 
ambitious as possiblp, 

‘The commission cannot allow, itself to 
work too slowly as Hans Wertz is in a 
hurry to have some concrete suggestions 
on his desk. : 

„. Some finance offices must be com- 
pletely rebuilt using the latest methods. 

e new finance office will need minis 
ters of an original tı because as Minis- 
ter Wertz has said: “lI often get the 
impression that in our admlnistration too 
there are still people working in the qulll 
pen tradition. They still. wear, so to 
speak, wing collars. And there ace others 
who don't stem to know we are in the jet 
ago and act as through we are still in the 
days of the stage coach.” 

This speech at the Federal Republic 
tax officials’ union meeting in Dortmund 
fetched much applause, since modern 
thinking finance officials are no less

“Never in the hundred-year history of 
our party has there been a greater OppOr- 
tunity for Social Democrats to determine 
the future of Germany," Chancellor 
Brandt said. 


The Chancellor was speaking with 
sel assurance to tlhe leaders of the Social 
Democrats. He was giving the first pro- 
gress report on the parly”s work as leaders 
of the coalition government after six 
weeks in office. 


The fact that this progress report was 
largely positive had nothing to do with 
the audience but was based on evident 
facts to which not even the Opposition 
can close their eyes. 


Confidence that democratic ordor in 
this country is alive and well has been 
bolstered by the change of government in 
Bonn. Law refomı is being given priority 
consideration. Care for the war wounded 
has been intproved.

Effective work is being done in educa- 
tional and scientific fields. Further dorm- 
estic reforms lave been introduced to tho 
Bundestag, for instance, a new law 
governing town planning, amendments to 
company law, tax reform and measures 
for more effective accumulation of capi« 
tal wealth as well as work for tlıe benefit 
of young people and health services.

Brandt reassured his party: “IT am 
certain that we can carry out plans which 
vill ensure full employment and econo- 
mic growth at acceptable prices.” 
` No one should doubt the econonuc 
and financial solidity of the new govern- 
ment,

favour iş that he has renewed his offer to 
give speedy ‘and detailed information to

Willy Brandt also pointed out clearly 
to his party colleagues: “There is no 
going back to the Bad Codesberg pro- 
gramme. The SPD remains a ‘Yolskpartei’ 
~ the party of the people.” He repeated 
his comment made in his statement of 
government policy that the government 
did not want political power for its own 
sake but to improve the fot of the 
individual in society. Coming from 
Brandt these are hot empty words.

Six weeks have past since Willy Brandt 
announced home reforms to his govorn- 
ment. It was not by chance that Brandt 
relegated foreign policy to second place 
in his statement. But truth took a differ- 
ent turn. The government was soon reliev- 
ed of the first measure it had to enforce: 
the surprisingly high revaluation. Many 
people put stumbling blocks in the way 
of their intentions. 

The well-intentioned idea of the new 
Labour Minister Walter Arendt to give 
pensioners a Christmas bonus fell foul of 
the limited resources of the budget. This 
failure sticks in the memory as a drastic 
example of how the new men at the top 
must pay heavily for the experience they 
are gaining. 

In the meantinıe revaluation has caus- 
ed large sums of money to flow from this 
counıtry’s reserves — far more than the 
government expected. 

All of a sudden money and capital 
have become scarce. At the same tine 
prices and incomes lave shot up. This is 
one of most common talking points in 
this country at prescnt since it hits 
cveryono. 

Karl Schiller is being hard pressed. His 
famous smiling face is not to be seen so 
much as in the past, Claims that revalua- 
tion came too late lose political currency 
wilh every month that passes. 

We have no space here to talk of the 
pressing individuul questions in cconomic 
and social welfare policies.

One of the Kremlin’s nightmares must 
surely be that of Mao using his guerilla 
theory, which proved such a success int 
China and is now so successful in Viet. 
nam, on Soviet soil: millions of under 
ground fighters filtering in over a 4,000- 
mile frontier. 

Already Moscow's more (lifficult 
“fronl" js in the Asian rather Lhan {he 
European theatre. The Sovict general 
staff fears nothing more than a threat on 
two fronts. As a result the Russians are 
anxious to secure trealy rights to their 
“possessions” in the West, 

This is what they mean by collective 
security in Europe and tlis is why they 
also want to come to a strategic arnıs 
limitation agreement with the Americans. 
Any such agreement would make an 
American attack on the Soviet Union 
even more unlikely than it already is. 


1t would also enable the main enıphas- 
is of defence expenditure to be shifted 
from the meaningless race for nuclear 
overkill potential to suitable measures for 
fending off all conceivable Chinese 
aggression. 


The measures, incidentally, include the 
enormous Soviet effort to become a 
major maritime power. Soviet foreign and 
security policy are tao often related to 
us, the West, the Americans, Clıina has a 
long, “soft” coastline. 

Nuclear-powerecd Sovict submarines 
equipped with nuclear warheads or con- 
ventional vessels such as tlıe aircraft 
carriers now being built could bring 
pressure to bear on Peking from behind. 
İn Russia military, ideological and polit- 
ical considerations are closely interlinked. 

Washington and the Western Europeaıt 
countries, above all Bonn, are faced with 
the problem of how best to deal with the 
latest Soviet security campaign against 
Western Europe. 

There are a mımber of aspecls iu- 
volved. The Chinese question should not 
be overestimated and it would be difficult 
to capitalise on it against Moscow but the 
Chinese question must nonetheless in- 
oily be borne in mind In the scvent- 
ies lf Sovict policy towards tho West, 
including our own German Question, is to 
bo correctly Interpreted.

Consequences of China’s

major Sovict foreign policy initiatives this 
winter: the all-European security confer- 
ence Moscow is so anxious to hold and 
the strategic arms limitation talks with 
the Aınericans, preparations for which 
have been completed in Helsinki, 

The background is purely and simply 
that the Soviet Union is also an Asian 
powcr with 4,000 miles of common 
frontier with the People’s Republic of 
China. Beyond this frontier there Live 700 
million Chinese who for years have been 
systematically trained by Peking in 
mistrust and hate of the “social Fascists” 
in Moscow. 

Soviet Premier Kosygin may have 
sıtcceeded in arranging frontier talks with 
the Chinese at his meeting with Chou 
En-lai following Ho Chi-minh's funeral 
but need this mean rapprochement, let 
alone detente, between Moscow and Pe- 
king? The frontier negotiations show 
only that neitier side wants to risk major 
conflict at the moment. 

How much, in the long term, do the 
Russians need to worry about the Chi- 
nese? The magnitude of the problem car 
hardly be exaggerated. Tle Red Army's 
general staff may be able to guarantee the 
political leadership of the Sovict Union 
that the Chinese, with a population three 
times (hat of the USSR, would be utterly 
defeated should Mao dare to occupy, say, 
the Mongolian People's Republic as lhe 
once took over Tibet arid now appears to 
threaten Laos. 

But there is still truth in the macabre 
joke about the Russians taking 10,000 
prisoners on the first day, 100,000 on, the 
tenth day, a million on the twentieth day 
und ten nıillion on the tlıirlicth day. 

The mere numbers of {he largest 
nation on Earth decidedly represent a 
threat, and it is not a threat Lhat can bo 
eliminated by ion of (he Russians’ 
giganlic arsenal of weapons. 


During the Moscow summit of Warsaw 
Pact countries another lıigh-level com 
munist meeting was held in Tirana, The 
Rumanians, according to a New York 
Tinıes report from Vienna, were closely 
questioned in Moscow as to Lee Hsien 
nien’s comments during lıis stopover in 
Bucharest on the way to Tirana.

Tho 
other judgement considers demonstrat- 
ions to be necessary because there has 
been a change in the evaluation of a 
crowd as a plienomenon and because a 
free democracy, as Professor Fenninger 
of Frankfurt says, carnot be bascd alone 
on a mutilated ballot paper every four 
years but nveds arenas for continual 
public criticisn. 8 

As the legislators of 1871 were largely 
unacquainted with sit-down strikes and 
the blocking of tramlines the present 
penal code has no provisions directly 
applicable to misdemeanours resulting 
from demonstrations. 

Use ls therefore made of paragraphs 
dealing with riots, constraint, trespass and 
breach of peace. There is however dispute 
as to qhether some of these are compat- 
ible with the basic rights of freedom of 
opinion and assembly and whether the 
sentences allowed under these offences 
are. not too high. Incitement to riot for 
instance carries anything up to a five-year 
prison sentence. , 

It should therefore be the task of our 
review courts to adapt regulations con- 
cerning demonstrations to the new devel. 
opments in our society and provide a 
unified interpretation of the laws in 
conformity with Basic Law. But anything 
that is “energctically new" this, term 
was. ruçenlly coined 2 Dr Roburt Fi 
scher, President of the Federal Court of 
Justlce— would not come from the courts 
but would have to be created by the 
legislators.

A reform of provisions concerning 
demonslrations has already begun. A spe- 
cll, committee was set up in the fifthe 
loglslative perlod of the Bundestag 1O 
Include all these laws undor the title of 
“Offences against the peace of the com: 
munity" but work ûn this has unfortun- 
ately not yet finislicd. 


Sitcdown strikes, sit-ins at university 
departments and demonstrations against 
inereases in tram fares and against certain 
newspapers are relatively new phenomena 
of our sociely. 


Courts of justice have had to deal with 
these in the course of the last few 
months. Verdicts have shown that justice 
in this country Is uncertain as to what to 
do in situations like this, 


Reccntly a court in Munich sentenced 
Rolf Pohlc, a junior barrister, to fifteen 
months imprisonment. Pohle lad taken 
part in a sit-down strlko and a denıonstra- 
tion 4gainst the Axel Springer publishing 
house after the attempted murder of 
student loader Rudi Ditschke in 1968. 


Justifying its verdict the court snid 
that the .sentence Was meant to bc 4 
deterrent to other potential demons- 
trators and stressed the danger of doe 
monstrations for the communlty, tho 
nced to protect the population and the: 
task of the courts to counteract the 
spread of nıisdeamours resulting from 
lcmonstrations. 


Courts in Bremen were of a different 
opinion when it came to punishing de- 
monstrators. The accused had, together 
with others, demonstralcd against the

At 
the twenticth research doctor's congress 
in Nuremberg Dr A: Jacob quoted a 
recent American investigation into the 
accuracy of X-ray diagnoses. 

According to the report most of the 
wrong diagnoses were made on a Monday. 
This sounds reasonable when it is consi- 
dered that the backlog of diagnoses from 
the weekend must be scen to both in 
hospitals and in free practice. 

But the term “Monday diagnosis”, 
conjuring up visions of work on the pro- 
duction Jine, must not be taken over right 
away into the vocabulary of the medical 
profession. There must be an examination 
of the possibitities of relieving doctors of 
diagnoses on a Monday by changing the 
day of routine examinations in hospitals 
for example. 

Jt does not always have to be Monday. 
Diagnoses can be wrong on any day and 
at any place —~ even those o the best 
docturs, There are plenty of statistics on 
the success of treatment, But there are 
few detailed figures on mistakes which 
are no lvss instruclive. :

The School Psychological Service ex- 
amines all schoolchildren, minors and 
adults in furhter education. While adults 
usually come of their own accord to see 
whether they are up to the demands of 
further education most of the children 
are termed as “cases” and specdy help is 
required. : 


Usually the examination is split into 
faur sessions of two hours. After examin- 
ation the psychologist studies his findings 
and makes suggestions concerning the 
childs further school career and the 
possibilities of the parents’ or teachers” 
influence on the child's education. Karl 
Denk says that the prime consideration is 
the welkbeing of the child. For this the 
Service often takes steps against the 
school or the parents. 


That is also the reason why Denk and 
his colleagues havc to maintain seorecy 
about the findings of the examinations, 
To this Denk says, “We can only inform 
the school when the parents themselves 
talk about it gt school and then they are 
often wrong.” : 


Every year there is an alarming in- 
creas in the number of child- 
ran who fail at school. Changes in the 
mada of life st home, tachnological 
progress, tha axaggeratad value placed 
upon matarial tings and medical pro- 
grass are among the causes. This has 
bean rocognisad but there are few 
opportunities of halping chifdren fit 
into thelr environment, as.is shown.by 
Colognes psychological service for 
schoolchHdren. Many citias envy Col .

behind the demands made upon it.

Karl Denk is 43 years old, & psychology

Since then the number of children 
requiring treatment has constantly bcen 
on the increase.

Starnberg asked the same question a little 
while ago. The answers were manifold. 
Some people believe that in every case a 
manger can be made whereasotherscon- 
sider that it is by God’s grace if One 
becomes a manager. 

Basically both ideas are false, Some 
time ago the Amcricans tried to discover 
managerial material by providing appli 
cants for top positions with one can of 
food and a box of matches and sending 
them out into the wilderness, The idea 
was that they should fight for their 
existence, But the cxperiment was a 
failure and it tumed out that the man 
who can live on next to nothing in a 
primitive area is not necessarily the right 
man to head a large concern. 

But this experiment led to further 
work on special education programmes 
for men who were to become leaders in 
industry. In the New World and Old 
World it has been said constantly that 
managers must learn, that they must 
continue to Icarn and that they must 
always learn. 

Harvard’s School of Business became 
world Famous and was the start of a series 
of new institules for manager training. 
Existing facilities for special instruction 
were expanded. 

In Europe two institutes lcad the way, 
once in France and the other in Switzer 
land, INSEAD in Fontainebleau the stu- 
dents are hrgel pie from high 
school, At IMEDE in Lausanne it is 
Iargcly.nıen who have a certain business 
experience and who spend a further nino 
months training, 

Lessons are given iı English and 
French and at Fontainebleau German has 
recently been added. At about the same 
time in the Federal Repubtic a series of 
similar training establishments was set up 
dealing with the most tınportant aspects 
of business management.

In addition to this difficulties have 
arisen among certain groups of spceiulised 
workers and they have not bevu solvocl 
satisfactorily and have only been treatexl 
with a great degree of hesitancy. In ihis 
case tho fault cannot be piuncd on 
officials so nuch as on labourers and 
white-collar-workers, 


Improved chances for promotion and 
classification ave brought these ufficiuls 
a series of wellhidden increuses of saluty. 

The government will not gel through 
either the wagv ancl tariff negotkttions or 
the passing of the bill for officials’ salaries 
unscathed. 


They have the cholce of acting upon 
the demands of Lhe economy and finan- 
ces as they are at present, thus creating 
further dissatisfaction in the public ser- 
vices, or they will have to jeopardise Lhe 
plans for financial solidity ancl stability. 


They cannot steer past these rocfs by 
means Of some subtle ruse, One way out 
of the problem would be lo give public 
servants in lhe lower wage brackets u 
sufficient rise for (hemı Lo sve the gover’ 
ment’s goodwill. 


Tliis would bring no immediate great 
financial but it would assure these people 
that a far-reaching refornı in public ser- 
Vice professions is on the way,

Amundson’s North Pole expedition and 
were used by the newly-founded Deu 
tsche Lufthansa for the fist regular air- 
mail services to South America. An im- 
proved version saved 10,000 sailors and 
aircraft crewmen from drowning in the 
Second World War alone. 


The Do 17 bomber, nicknamed the 
flying pencil because of its aerodynamic 
form, Was also an aviation landmark while 
the Do 335 with its average 424 miles an 
hour at 20,000 feet was the fastest 
pistorw-engined aircraft in the Second 
World War.

The trend for pieture windows involv 
ing large areas of glass often leads to too 
nuch sun being admitted with the result 
that rooms beconte overheated. 

The large living-room iden is not neccs- 
sarily a good one, if several people with 
differing interests have to livo in it, 
Professor Preuner warned architects that 
in designing original buildings they should 
not forget lhe physiological and psyclıo- 
logival nceds of the pcople who must 
dwell in them. 

‘There are 11,500 fatal accidents In tho 
home every year in thls country, affecting 
in particular the very young and very old. 
They ure more common than industrigl 
accidents. 

In fully airconditioned rooms it ls 
essential thal the temporature be lowered 
occasionally from 21 degrees celsius to 15 
degrees. Otherwise the system will be- 
come sluggish with the lack of fresh 
oxygen. This applies especially to hotels. 
Doctors havo said that it should be 
possible For a hotel! guest to sleep with an 
open window. In many hotels this is 


Impossible because of noisy surroundings. 
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“Technically .we. are al a stago in 
history where man's skill at building 
himself a home is at its peak, Hygienic 
conditions are rtormal, It is possible to live 
in the buildings we are ervciing nowa- 
days. 

“But the modern dwelling is often 
more a means of physical protection than 
a refuge for the soul,” said Dr J.C. 
Chabrier from Paris at the interuational 
congress Wo/mung uii Gestrndleit (living 

and health) in Baden-Baden, 

Dr Chabricr was of (he opinion that 
even in his own home a hunman being was 
oftwn inadequately protected against x- 
trancous nuisances. One persm in lwo 
had his sleep disturhed by noise sn 
seriously that il was affvcting his health, 

In larger cities the population is begin 
ning tO feuct lo this problem as il is 

jeopardising health anl happiness. 

"What pruple want is shown by (he 
fact that in cities with a populution of 
nne than S00000 in the Federal Repu: 
blic, with the exception of Munich, there 
is a ımigralion to the quictur, healtlier 
provir uaiıned Professor Ludwig 
Neundorfer from Frankfurt, a social 
svicntisk.
